EXCERPTS FROM TESTIMONY 
‘By FCC Chairman Dean Bureh 


“Over the past five or six years, the Commission has repeatedly 
commented on deteriorating conditions in the citizens radio ser- 
‘vice, Widespread rule violations, abuse of operating privileges, and 
defiance of our regulatory authority have become commonplace in 
this, the largest of radio services administered by the Commission. 
‘And now this disregard for regulations is spreading to other radio 
services as well. 

“Midway last year, the Commission received the results of a 
contract study of the citizens radio service, its problems and 
possible solutions, and also the results ofits own pilot enforcement 
Program conducted in a limited six state area. Using the data 
collected, the Commission undertook a comprehensive review of 
the situation and possible courses of action. One fact was clear: no 
improvement would be forthcoming without an increased en- 
forcement effort. Rule changes and other regulatory actions alone 
‘would not be sufficient. 

“The pilot enforcement program clearly indicated that the 
‘mobile team’ approach used in the program obtained superior 
results over the dispersed ‘pecking’ approach, utilizing one or two 
persons out of the existing field staff. 

“As a start toward restoring some degree of order, we are 
Proposing two new enforcement teams, each consisting of eight 
engineers and two clerical assistants. These teams will operate as 
fully equipped mobile units based at currently operating 
‘monitoring stations. From these locations, they will travel over a 
large area to pinpoint the enforcement effort in those cities and 
towns where widespread misuse is known to exist, An increase in 
fiscal 1973 of seven man-years to be assigned to the Field 
Engineering Bureau, plus funds for equipment and travel, are 
necessary for this purpose. An additional three man-years will be 
required to follow-up on these enforcement eases with the im- 
position of sanctions. 

“We are also proposing a number of regulatory innovations. One 
of the problems making our task more difficult has been the failure 
CB licensees toidentify their operations, thereby requiring time- 
consuming effort to track down the violators. We propase to 
develop a system of mandatory automatic call sign identification 
that can be used in all non-broadeast services. To insure that all 
applicants fully understand the rules and their requirements, we 
are proposing to inaugurate a non-supervised examination on the 
rules, rather than merely accepting the applicant's certification 
that he has read and understands them. We further hope that a 
planned system of notifying licensees of the expiration of their 
licenses will reduce the number that continue to operate illegally 
after expiration. All together, these programs will require an in- 
crease of four man-years. 

“Other remedial actions that can be accomplished within 
existing budget limits are being continued or inaugurated. These 
include compulsory type acceptance of citizens radio equipment; 
prohibition of thé advertisement or sale of external radio frequency 
Power amplifiers that increase the power of CB units from a per- 


missible five watts Jo, in'some cases, over 600 watts; and a 
program whereby the ‘Commission will issue ‘cease and desist 
orders’ against persons operating CB equipment without proper 
license, rather than turning such cases over to the Department of 
Justice for criminal prosecution, We are hopeful that all these 
programs together will have a real impact on the CB problem and 
estore the service to its former usefulness."

RADIO MAN'S SOS. 
SAVED TANKER CREW 

LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) — 
Crewmen who ‘survived the 
sinking of the British tanker 
Golden Jay say they were saved 
because a radio operator 
heroically continued to send 
SOS messages while 
surrounded by flames. 

The Golden Jay caught fire, 
exploded and sank Sunday off 
the tip of Baja California. Only 
three of the 41 men aboard were 
lost. 

Most of the survivors arrived 
here Tuesday and credited 
radioman Patrick MacLaughlin 
with their rescue, 

Petros Karamaus, 39, captain 
of the 28,000-ton, British- 
registry vessel, said 
‘MacLaughlin “was the bravest 
man I have ever seen. He 
stayed in the radio room, 
signaling our position, when the 
place filled with flame. There 
were three more explosions.”* 

Karamaus and 35 others were 
picked up by the German 
freighter Anonocore, guided to 
the area by the radio messages. 

‘There was no sign of 
MacLaughlin until he and 
another crewman were picked 
up the next morning by the 
freighter Golden Chariot. 

Three Americans, George 
Cromer, 72, Frank Aifano, 42 
and Nick Monogios, 23, all of 
New York are missing. 

MacLaughlin is scheduled to 
arrive here today on the Golden 
Chariot. 

“And we'll be waiting,” 
Karamaus said.
